Iy In fear that it may conceal some
infoimation or misinformation of
value to the encmy. The first in-

stance of censorial manlpulation of
i poetical guotation—the deletion of
the words “and the kings" from a
phrase of Kipling's—has been follow-
#d by numerous simllar Instances,
One of the most amusing of these is
deseribed by the Times,

“We published yesterday a first-
hand account of the fighting at Hul-
luch on October I3. In the course of
it our correspondent, describing  the
storm of bombs, shells, gases, and
other means of destruction which fell
upon the enemy, was rash enough to
fquote Browning's.

‘Twenty-nine distinet damna!l{ma,

One sure, if the other falls.’

“His message wus duly submitted to
the ‘Unnsor, who passed It without ma-
terinl alteration—except for the
Browning quotation.

“Now we cannot pretend to fathom
the milltary reasons which rendered
it indiscreet to fquote the text of o
greal poem as Its author wrote it
Whether the suggestion that our
nmethods  of  destruction  numbered
twenty-nine would give Information to
the Germans, or whether strict accur-
acy refused to coantenance the im-
plleation that they were so numerous,
or whether too precige a familiarity
with Browning was caleulated to de-
press the peonle of this country, or to
shake their confidence in the povern-
ment—in short, whatever the inotive
of the censor may have been, 'we can
only record the fact. And the fdct
i3 that the words, ‘twenty-nine dis-
tinct' were neatly ‘ruled out and:the
singlo word ‘different’ inserted In-
stead of them. We do not complain.
Incldoats far less trivial and far more
damaging to our mnatlonal reputation
are daily featuren of the Censor-
sghip."”
